a DNA segment encoding a polypeptide wherein the encoded polypeptide 
comprises amino acid residues 18-459 of SEQ ID NO:2; and 
a transcription terminator. 

Claim 8 (original): The expression vector of claim 7 further comprising 
a secretory signal sequence operably linked to the DNA segment. 

Claim 9 (original): The expression vector of claim 8 further comprising 
an affinity tag operably linked to the DNA segment.
